Man jailed after 
threatening to 
burn down shop 


A Barry Island kebab shop 
owner was attacked by a man 
wbo threatened to burn down 
bis premises, Cardiff Crown 
Court bas beard. 

Conrad Szychowicz (28) of Cardiff 
was jailed for a total of 26 weeks after 
he admitted assaulting Mr Mohammed 
Khalid and using threatening words 
and behaviour. 

He was also in breach of a suspend¬ 
ed sentence for assault, causing crimi¬ 
nal damage and for a public order 
offence. 

Recorder Andrew Keyser said the 
nature of his conduct at the scene at 
Barry Island was “nothing but dis¬ 
graceful”. 

Prosecutor Stephen Harmes said on 
May 23, Mr Khalid was in the vicinity 
of Hyper Value in Barry Island, and 
was punched by the defendant. 

He then picked up a chair, threw it at 
him, picked up another chair and tried 
to throw it again. 

The incident was seen by an off- 
duty police officer PC Wayne Evans. 

However, the defendant then threat¬ 
ened to burn down the kebab shop. 

Soon afterwards, the police 
searched the area and found 
Szychowicz hiding in Eriar’s Road 
with a t-shirt covering his head. 

He had suffered a cut to his head and 
he claimed he was the aggrieved per¬ 


son and was defending himself, the 
court was told. 

Tracy Lloyd-Nesling said: “There 
were guilty pleas at the first opportuni¬ 
ty. The circumstances were concern¬ 
ing, but whatever started the incident, 
the defendant got off worse”

‘COMMITTEE KEPT IN THE DARK’ 


Misled over ‘investment’ 
in the Metrix scheme? 


I N quitting 
Labour, Coun 
Richard Bertin 
should have 
dropped its pre¬ 
tence that the £14 
billion Metrix 
scheme is “invest¬ 
ment” (The GEM, 
September 30). 

Most of the PFI bil¬ 
lions go to salaries, 
financing costs 
(bankers), profits and 
board-member bonus¬ 
es - to Metrix’s main 
partners Sodexo, 
Raytheon and Qinetiq. 

Only £700 million of 
the Metrix scheme is 
real ‘investment’. 

MoD spending on new 
service family housing 
and WAG/MoD spend¬ 
ing on roads are sepa¬ 
rate burdens on public 
budgets - £700 million 


is not the biggest 
investment in Wales, 
being less for example 
than the £750 million 
St Davids 2 retail 
development in 
Cardiff. 

In the planning 
application in April 
2009, the claim of 
5,000 jobs was 
replaced by 3,000, of 
which some are mili¬ 
tary personnel 
assigned to training 
and others are civilian 
transferees. 

The public inquiry 
last January showed 
that subtracting the 
1,200 military person¬ 
nel (including 500 non¬ 
project staff) leaves a 
total of 1,800 civilian 
jobs, which include 
1,200 managers, con¬ 
tractor personnel and 
trainer staff transfer¬ 


ring to Metrix. 

Hence the 3,000 jobs 
divide into 2,400 
incomers and 600 for 
local people in clean¬ 
ing, maintenance, 
transport and catering. 

Council officers 
know these numbers. 
What’s astonishing is 
they have kept plan¬ 
ning committee mem¬ 
bers like Richard 
Bertin in the dark. If 
Richard had fallen for 
the hype when he 
voted to approve the St 
Athan project, he 
could not have given 


proper consideration 
to the critics’ realistic 
alternative - to cut 
down the size to fit 
within the old RAF 
base and to create a 
direct access from the 
Llantwit-Wick road at 
West Camp. 

Now Richard is an 
‘independent’ council¬ 
lor, let’s see him listen¬ 
ing to Gwyn John and 
other independent 
minds - and accepting 
he was misled.

Barry landlord’s 
appeal dismissed 


A Barry landlord 
who appealed 
against a conviction 
for using his mobile 
phone when driving 
around a round¬ 
about, and who 
refused to pay the 
£60 on the spot fine, 
had his appeal dis¬ 
missed. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, 33-year-old Azeez 
Khan was appealing 
against a conviction by 
Vale magistrates. 

The magistrates had 
fined him £175 and 
ordered him to pay £100 
costs. 

After his appeal was 
dismissed, he was 
ordered to pay £300 costs 
of the case. 

Prosecutor Gareth 


Evans said that on 
Saturday, October 24 last 
year, PC Stephen 
Norman was on duty at 
Barry Road and saw a 
Vauxhall Corsa driven by 
Khan on a roundabout. 
He had a mobile phone to 
his ear. 

Mr Evans said the offi¬ 
cer stopped him and 
Khan told him: “I was 
not actually using my 
phone.” 

A fixed penalty was 
issued but he refused to 
sign it and asked to be 
“let off’. 

He said he had the 
phone in his hands, but 
there had been a missed 
call to prove he didn’t 
use it. 

Khan told the court 
that his uncle, who was a 
passenger in the car, 
answered the call. 


“I didn’t actually use 
the phone.” 

He denied asking to be 
let off and said he “was 
gobsmacked” at the alle¬ 
gation. 

He also claimed that 
the officer had been 
“slightly rude”. 

Khan’s counsel, bar¬ 
rister Heath Edwards, 
said: “The officer was 
not lying, but he simply 
made a mistake.” 

Recorder Peter 

Murphy QC, who sat 
with two magistates, 
said: “Having listened to 
the police officer, we 
found his evidence com¬ 
pelling.” 

He said they were sat¬ 
isfied the officer was cor¬ 
rect and that Khan had 
been seen using the 
mobile phone.

board; and looking for a 
missing person in a 
kayak off Steepholm. 

“The crews have con¬ 
tinued to provide an 
excellent response and 
this is down to the very 
hard training, the very 
best equipment, excel¬ 
lent volunteering spirit 
and continued financial 
support through dona¬ 
tions and legacies from 
the public,” he added.

When a fight broke 
out in a fiat in 
Barry, one of the 
victims filmed it. 

Cardiff Crown 
Court heard that when 
Colin Francis (30) saw 
the film he was “horri¬ 
fied”. 

Francis admitted 
causing Darren 
Stirzaker actual bodily 
harm. 

He also admitted a 
charge of assaulting 
Claire Edwards and 
was jailed for 14 
months. 

Judge Neil Bidder 
said: “You were obvi¬ 
ously very drunk and 
took offence at the

behaviour of your best 
friend and girlfriend. 

“You tried to stran¬ 
gle Mr Stirzaker and 
stamped on his head 
and kicked him to the 
face and body. 

“It was very sub¬ 
stantial violence and it 
was very protracted. It 
was clear your victim 
did not want to fight 
and presented no risk 
to you. Remarkably, 
the injuries were only 
slight.” 

The judge said the 
incident was cowardly 
and the courts would 
not ignore such vio¬ 


lence. 

“Your record is one 
of a bad-tempered 
man. I accept your 
remorse, but for vio¬ 
lence of this sort there 
is no alternative to 
immediate custody.” 

Mr Trigg said that 
Mr Stirzaker visited 
Francis in Barry, after 
travelling from 
Haverfordwest. 

They and Miss 
Edwards went out 
drinking, but on 
returning to the fiat, 
Francis became agitat¬ 
ed and accused Miss 
Edwards of flirting. He 


then attacked Mr 
Stirzaker threatened to 
kill him and slapped 
Miss Edwards who 
filmed the incident. 

Tom Crowther, 
defending, said: “It is 
plain he acted utterly 
under the influence of 
drink. 

He was disconnected 
by drink and he was 
horrified when he saw 
the film of the incident. 

“His antecedents 
reveal a drink prob¬ 
lem, a long standing, 
serious one. The shock 
of the offence has driv¬ 
en him to seek help. 

“He knows he is an 
alcoholic but there is 
hope for the future.”

defence destroyers.

Reynolds stars as thriller 
leaves viewer 'Buried’ 
in tension and suspense 


R yan 

REYNOLDS 
has made 
steady progress up 
the Hollywood lad¬ 
der since first hit¬ 
ting the big screen 
with Van Wilder. 

The actor has dipped 
his toes in a number of 
genres with a variety of 
success; however, his 
role alongside Sandra 
Bullock in the box- 
office-consuming The 
Proposal last year may 
have been the tipping 
point for the actor. 

Next year, with his X- 
Men spin-off Deadpool 
in the development 
stages, Reynolds will 
become DC superhero 
Green Lantern in the 
film of the same name, 
but before he goes big- 
time, the actor puts his 
serious acting skills to 
the test in Buried. 

Reynolds plays Paul 
Conroy, an Iraq-based 
US contractor who 
comes to in a coffin, 
discovering he has been 
buried alive. With only 
a mobile phone, lighter 
and diminishing air lev¬ 
els, can Conroy work 
out why he is in this sit¬ 
uation and find his way 
out before it is too late... 

Using a single char¬ 
acter or single location 
as the main thrust of a 
film is something that 


can be used as a hugely 
effective storytelling 
device - look at 
Castaway, which 
spends two-thirds of its 
running time with Tom 
Hanks and a volleyball, 
or (and perhaps closer 
in kin to Buried) Alfred 
Hitchcock’s Lifeboat, a 
whodunnit set within 
the limiting confines of 
the titular location. 

In these cases, it 
takes great skill to cre¬ 
ate drama and, in the 
case of the latter, sus¬ 
pense, from such 
restrictive foundations. 

This is obviously 
something that Rodrigo 
Cortes, director of 
Buried, thinks is worth 
a challenge, and it cer¬ 
tainly pays off - Buried 
is a maste^iece in 
slow-burning tension 
and drama, managing to 
keep you enthralled 
from the start to the fin¬ 
ish of what is, in 
essence, a man trapped 
in a box. 

Despite the limiting 
set-up, Cortes brings a 
strong visual energy to 
the film, using basic 
techniques that work 
incredibly well. Most 
directors given this set¬ 
up would probably 
struggle to shoot a ten- 
minute film, but given 
Cortes has 95 minutes 
to work with, it is a 
remarkable feat by the

Spanish director that he 
keeps the film so visual¬ 
ly engaging. 

Close-ups are the 
order of the day, as you 
would imagine, but by 
using only the light 
from the mobile phone 
or lighter, it creates a 
wonderful tension that 
sustains throughout. 

Darkness is punc¬ 
tured by the click of a 
zippo or a telephone 
call, sudden moments 
that don’t create jumps 
and scares but rather 
simply amp up the reali¬ 
ty of the situation, and 
Cortes’ camera is 
unflinching in its viscer- 
ality. 

There is also a superb 
degree of scope, the 
camera moving in and 
around the box yet 
never attempting to be 
too adventurous and 
break the sense of space 
it painstakingly sets up 
- aside from one clever 
zoom out that is more to 
do with the scope of the 
situation Paul has found 
himself in than anything 
else, Cortes keeps you 
in the box at all times. 

It is with films like 
this that elements that 
usually go unmentioned 
come to the forefront, 
and the work of the 
sound department here 
is one of those. For 
such a sparse produc¬ 
tion, the sound is the 
crucial component here, 
helping to convey the 
story when all on screen 
is darkness, and the 
creaking of the box, the 
clicking of the lighter 


and phone ringing are 
important elements of 
the overall work. 

Of course, Cortes and 
the sound department’s 
finest efforts would be 
for nothing if the actor 
in the box wasn’t up to 
the task, but thankfully, 
in Ryan Reynolds, the 
right man was found for 
the job. 

While he (presently) 
may be better known 
for his wit and charisma 
than any serious acting, 
Reynolds is absolutely 
mesmerising here. It 
takes a special kind of 
actor to be able to hold 
the screen for the length 
of a film, and Reynolds 
is more than able. 

Conroy is put 
through the mill for 
whole film, and 
Reynolds conveys the 
panic, determination, 
sadness and anger that 
the character goes 
through with a superb 
performance. 

The occasional hint 
of dark humour aside, 
this is Reynolds’ most 
accomplished turn yet, 
and, while there is no 
accounting for taste- 
makers, deserves to be 
rewarded come awards 
season. 

The script, by Chris 
Sparling, is equally as 
strong, cleverly taMng a 
thriller and layering it 
with suspense and 
drama, the stakes rais¬ 
ing as every minute 
passes. It also makes a 
detour into the nature of 
foreign policy and petty 
bureaucracy, those who 
Paul would rely on 
being a mob of suits 
whose goals are less his 
rescue and more cover¬ 
ing their own backs, a 
timely reminder both of 
the dangers of Iraq and 
those who are out there. 

The overriding skill 
of Buried is how such a 
simple set-up can be 
unwound into such a 
taut and thoroughly 
engaging film. This is

I PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS NEWS 

Walkers enjoy their 
trip to Bigs’weir... 



SIX walkers joined 
Joy, Bracken and 
Nick on an overcast 
morning for the 
trip up to Bigsweir 
which straddles the 
border between 
Monmouth and 
Gloucestershire, 
where the cast iron 
bridge, built in 
1827 at Merthyr 
Tydfil, was part of 
the new turnpike 
road. 

This was constructed 
between Chepstow and 
Monmouth to connect 
the Welsh and English 
sides of the border and 
the abandoned and 
ruined tollhouse sits on 
the Welsh side. 

Upon their arrival at 
Slip Wood, the wind was 
a little cool but as they 
began their journey 
along Offa’s Dyke Path 
through beautiful old 
woodland at Wyeseal 
Wood, they soon 
warmed up. 

King Offa was the 
Saxon King of Mercia 


who called himself King 
of all England - and the 
first to mint a national 
coin, the gold Dinar. 
But he is best known for 
the construction of the 
long distance earthwork 
in 785AD that roughly 
follows the 

Welsh/English border, 
constructed to keep out 
the marauding Welsh 
with an eight metre high 
ditch on the Welsh side! 

Emerging from the 
woods, open fields led 
them to the Coxbury and 
Wyegate Lane and 
crossing this they fol¬ 
lowed pretty paths with 
high fences through 
Highbury Wood, which 
is a national nature 
reserve. 

The group stopped in 
a meadow overlooking 
the old railway bridge 
across the Wye for 
morning coffee before 
descending to Redbrook. 

Redbrook, which 
changed its name from 
Brocote, has a great 
industrial past as it was 
an important copper 
smelting area and a fur¬ 


nace there used coke for 
smelting iron ore, from 
the Eorest of Dean, as 
early as 1716 - one of 
the first in the world to 
do so. 

Climbing steeply by 
road and track, the group 
entered the aptly named 
Eorge Wood ascending 
to join a road that led 
them up Savage Hill to 
the village of Newland 
that dates back to the 
time of Edward I. The 
massive 13th century All 
Saints Church dominates 
the centre of the village 
and is called the 
‘Cathedral of the 
Eorest’. 

Descending through 
fields to a lane they 
passed tasteful renovat¬ 
ed stone farm outbuild¬ 
ings near Wyegate Hill 
before following an old 
bridleway down to 
Quicken Tree Wood, 
where narrow woodland 
paths covered with fall¬ 
en leaves led them back 
to their start point.

O n the Penarth and 

District Ramblers’ first 
walk after the autumn 
equinox, instead of the weath¬ 
er deteriorating, the sky was 
blue and the sun shining as 11 
walkers joined Clive for a cir¬ 
cular walk beginning at Ton 
Pentre, a former industrial 
coal mining area. 

Where the village stands there was 
originally a cluster of platform houses 
or hafodi - small farming buildings 
occupied only during the months of 
summer. Later, this became a farm 
and a few cottages which were known 
as Y Ton (the meadow) and owned by 
their absentee landlord Crawshay 
Bailey, the well-known iron master. 

To distinguish the area from nearby 
Tonypandy, it became Ton Pentre. 

Their initial climb began from a 
residential area and the group left 
civilisation and headed up to Mynydd 
Maendy, where an Iron Age fort once 
stood and was the site of the earliest 
recorded settlement in the area at 
Maendy Camp, which dates from 
between 700BC and lOOAD. 

The themed walk concentrated on 


the sites of several collieries and a 
map of 1770 showed three coal pits 
that were sited on Maendy Mountain. 
With the Rhondda Valley coal produc¬ 
tion at its height. Ton Pentre had 
Maindy colliery started by David 
Davies and his partners in 1864, 
which at its peak employed 1,155 
men, and Eastern colliery, sunk by 
David Davies in 1887. 

These two pits were combined 
under the protection of the Ocean 
Steam Coal Company and were 
worked until 1948 when Maindy 
closed and Eastern followed suit in 
1959. 

Continuing along the edge of 
Tarren Eelen Uchaf, a gentle ascent 
followed and they stopped to look at 
small gravestones along the way. 

Erom there, they could see the 
Ogmore Valley coming into view and 
gazing down on Nantymoel and Price 
Town, they saw where the Wyndham 
collieries were located. 

They continued towards Craig y 
Geifr and the cairn at Mynydd 
William Meyrick, which stands at 517 
metres where the view stretches 
towards the Bristol Channel, Steep 
Holm, Aberthaw, Ogmore, Porthcawl 
and the Somerset coastline. 


Eurther on, they crossed a stile and 
followed a forest path until they 
reached a logging motorway, and fol¬ 
lowing that they turned off through 
some trees and over a small stream to 
begin their descent on Cwm Cesig, 
where they stopped for lunch. 

Continuing on down the valley, 
they crossed open ground that would 
have been the site of the Bwllfa level 
which was opened in 1862 by 
Richardson and Carr, before returning 
through an urban area to their start 
point. 

On October 9, meet at 9.30am at 
Cogan Leisure Centre for an 8-mile 
moderate walk at Machen, Draethen

Three other Vale 
pupils were mentioned as
